putation and intereſt concerned (unleſs they would freely 
Y acknowledge themſelves to have erred, which ſuch men are 
+ very hardly brought to do) with their utmoſt endeavours to 4 
{þ hinder the reſtitution thereof. In order whereunto divers 4 
| Hf Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer, 
| che old Objections muſtered up, with the addition of ſome 
| new ones, more than formerly had been made, to make the? 
number {well. In fine, great importunities were uſed to His 5 
A, Sacred Majeſty, that the ſaid Book might be reviſed, and 
„ ſuch Altcrations therein, and Additions thereunto made, as 
{ ſhould be thought requiſite for the caſe of tender Conſciences: 4 
Whereunto His Majeſty, out of his pious inclinations to 4 
give ſatisfaction (ſo far as could be reaſonably expected) to 4 
F all his ſubjects of what perſuaſion ſoever, did gracioully 4 
Y condeſcend. 
In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the 
Y like moderation, as we hnd to have been uſed in the like 
calc in former times. And therefore of the ſundry Altera- 5 
tions propoſed unto us, we have rejected all ſuch as were 
y either of dangerous conſequence (as ſecretly ſinking at ſome 
- eſtabliſhed Doctrine, or laudable Practice of the Church of 
{þ England, or indeed of the whole Catholick Church of Chriſt) or 
r elſe of no conſequence at all, but utterly frivolous and vain. 
| But ſuch Alterations as were tendered to us (by hat perſons, 4 
| under what pretences, or to what purpoſe ſoever ſo ten- 
9 a as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſite or expedient, % 
| F we have willingly, and of our own accord aſſented unto: 7 
4 Not enforced fo io do by any ſtrength of Argument, con- 
a 3 vincing af 
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vincing us of the neceſſuy of making the ſaid Alterations: For 
we are fully perſuaded in our jud ts (and we here pro- 


ſeſs it to the world) that the Book, as it ſtood before eſta- 
bliſhed by Law, doth not contain in it any thing contrary to 
the Word of God, or to ſound Doctrine, or which a godly 
man may not with a good Conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, 
P or which is not fairly defenſible againſt any that ſhall op- 
a pole the ſame; if it ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and favour- 
able conſtruction as in common equity ought to be allowed 
to all human Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by 


Authority, and even to the very beſt Tranſlations of the 
+ holy Scripture itſelf. 


Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, not. 


to this or that 


party in any their unreaſonable 
F demands; but to do that, which to our beſt underſtandings, 
we conceived might moſt tend to the preſervation of Peace 
a and Unity in the Church; the procuring of Reverence, and 
exciting of Picty and Devotion in the publick Worſhip of 
& God; and the cutting off occaſion from them that ſcek occa- 
hon of cavil, or. quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the Church. 
> And as to the ſeveral variations from the former Book, whe- 
+ ther by Altcration, Addition, or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to 
give this general account, That moſt of the Alterations were 
made, either firſt, for the better direction of them that are to 
officiate in any part of Divine Service; which is chiefly done 
in the Calendars and Rubricks: Or ſecondly, for the more 
proper expreſſing of ſome words or phraſes of ancient uſage 
in terms more ſuitable to the language of the preſent times, 
and che clearer explanation of ſome other words and phraſes, 
that were cither of doubtful fignification, or otherwiſe li- 
able to miſconſtruction: Or thirdly, for a more perfect ren- 
dering of ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as are inſerted in- 
to the Liturgy; which, in the Epiſtles and Goſpels eſ 


F ſpecial occaſions, ſhould be added in their due places; par- 
ticularly for thoſe at Sea, together with an Office for the

If any man, 
Y who ſhall deſire a more particular account of the ſeveral 
za Alterations in any part of the Liturgy, ſhall take the pains ; 
to compare the preſent Book with the former; we doubt 
not but the reaſon of the change may calily appear. 

And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties 
þ in this weighty Affair, as in the fight of God, and to approve 4 
our ſincerity therein (ſo far as lay in us) to the conſciences 

> of all men; although we know it impoſlible (in ſuch vattety 
F ofapprehenſions, humours, and intereſts, as are in the world) 
to pleaſe all; nor can expect chat men of faclious, peevilh, and 
perverſe ſpirits, ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing that can 
be done in this kind by any other than 3 Yet we } 
have good hope, that what is here preſented, and hath been 
by the Convocations of both Provinces with great diligence 
examined and approved, will be allo well accepted and ap- 
proved by all ſober, peaceable, and truly conſcientious Sons 4 
Þ of the Church ol England.

7 well deviſed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in continu- 
ance of time, hath not been corrupted: As, among other 
{þ things, it may plainly appear by the Common Prayers in the 4 
Church, commonly called Divine Service. The frit original + 
and ground whereof, if any man would ſearch out by the an- \ 
cient Fathers, he ſhall kad, that the ſame was not ordained 
but of a good purpoſe, and for a great advancement of god- 
lineſs. For they ſo ordered the matter, that all the whole Ri- 
ble, (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read over once every Y 
a 4 year; 
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more inflamed with the love of his true Religion. 
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year; intending thereby, that the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch 4 
as were Miniſters in the congregation, ſhould (by often read- 4 
ing, and meditation in God's word) be Rodd bp to godli- Y 
neſs themſclves, and be more able to exhort — by whol- 2 
ſome Doctrine, and to confute them that were adverſaries to Y 
the Truth; and further, that the people (by daily hearing of? 
the holy Scripture read in the Church) might continually : 
profit more and more in the knowledge of God, and be the 


But theſe many years paſled, this godly and decent Or- 4 
der of the ancient Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken, and 3 
neglected, by planting in uncertain Stories, and Legends, 4 
with mulutude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions, Com- 4 
memorations, and Synodals; that commonly when any Book 4 
of the Bible was begun, after three or four Chapters were 
read out, all the reſt were unread. And in this fort the Book * 
of Jaial was begun in Advent, and the Book of Gengſis in 
Septuageſema; but they were only begun, and never read ; 
through: After like fort were other Books of holy Scrip- A 
ture uſed. And moreover, whereas Saint Paul would have 3 
ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they 4 
might underſtand, and have profit by hearing the ſame; the 4 
Service in this Church of England theſe many years hath 4 
been read in Latin to the people, which they underſtand 
not; ſo that they have heard with their cars only, and their % 
heart, ſpirit, and mind have not been edified thereby. And 
furthermore, notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers have 
divided the Pſalms into ſeven Portions, whereof every one ; 
was called a No#urn: Now of late time a few of them have ; 
been daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover, the 
number and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pie, and the 3 
manifold changings of the Service, was the cauſe, that to 4 
turn the Book only was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that 4 
many times there was more buſineſs to find out what ſhould 4} 
be read, than to read it when it was found out. | 
Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is fet % 
forth ſuch an Order, whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. 
And for a readineſs in this matter, here is drawn out a Ca- Y

lendar for that purpoſe, which is plain and to be un- 
derſtood; wherein (ſo much as may be) the reading of holy 
Scripture is ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhall be done in or- 
der, without breaking one piece from another. For this 
cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatones, and ſuch 
like things as did break the continual courſe of the reading 
of the Scripture. 

Yet, becauſe there is no , but that of neceſlity there 
mult be ſome Rules; therefore certain Rules are here ſet 
forth; which, as they are few in number, ſo they are plain 
and caſy to be underſtood. So that here you have an Or- 
der for Prayer, and for the reading of the holy Scnpture, 
much agreeable to the mind and purpoſe of the old Fathers, 
and a great deal more profitable and commodious, than that 
which of late was uſed. It is more profitable, becauſe here 
are left out many things, whereof ſome are untrue, ſome 
uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperſtitious; and nothing 1s or- 
dained to be read, but the very pure Word of God, the 
holy Scripture, or that which is a to the lame; and 
that in ſuch Language and Order as is moſt eaſy and plain 
for the underſtanding both of the Readers and Hearers. It 
is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and 


for the plainneſs of the Order, and for that the Rules be 
few and caſy.

as was without knowledge; and for becauſe they were 


winked at in the beginning, they grew daily to more and more + 


Abuſes, which not only for their unprofitableneſs, but alſo Q 
becauſe they have much blinded the people, and obſcured 9 
the Glory of God, are worthy to to be cut away, and clean Y 


: Other there be, which although they have been 
deviſed by man, yet it is thought good to reſerve them Mill, * 
as 
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as well for a decent Order in the Church (for the which 
they were firſt deviſed) as becauſe they pertain to edification, 
whereunto all things done in the Church (as the Apoſtle . 
teacheth) ought to be referred. 

And although the keeping or omitting of a 
in itſelf conſidered, is but a {mall thing; yet the wilful and 4 
contemptuous tranſgreſſion and breaking of a common Or- 
der and Diſcipline, is no ſmall offence before God. Let all 
things be done among you, ſaith Saint Paul, in a ſeemly and due 
Order: The appointment of which Order pertaineth not 
to private men; therefore no man ought to take in hand, 
nor preſume to appoint or alter any publick or common 
+ Order in Chriſt's Church, except he be lawlully called and 
authorized thereunto. 
| And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are fo 
/ diverſe, that ſome think it a great matter of Conſcience to de- 
part from a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be fo 
addicted to their old cuſtoms: and again on the other fide, ſome 
A, beſo new-fangled, that they would innovate all things, and ſo 
- deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them, but that is new: 
It was thought expedient, not ſo much to have reſpect how to 
& pleaſe, and ſatisfy either of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe 
God, and profit them both. And yet leſt any man ſhould be 
F offended, whom good reaſon might ſatisfy, here be certain 
Y cauſes rendered, why ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies 
be put 3 and — retained and kept till. 

re put away, becauſe the great exceſs and mulks- 
| ade of cham hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter days, that the 
burden of them was intolerable; whereof St. Auguſline in his 
A, time complained, that they were to ſuch a number, 
that the eſtate of Chriſtian was in worſe caſe con- 
{þ cerning that matter, than were the Jews. And he counſclled, 
+ that ſuch yoke and burden ſhould be taken away, as time 
would ſerve quietly to do it. But what would St. Auguſiine 
have ſaid, if he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late days uſed 
among us; whereunto the multitude uſed in his ume was 
not to be compared? This our exceſſive mulutude of Cere- 
4 monies was ſo great, and many of them ſo dark, _— 
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did more confound and darken, than declare and ſet forth 
Chriff's benefits unto us. And beſides this, Chriſt s Goſpel is 


not a Ceremonial Law (as much of Moſes Law was) but it is a 4 
Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of the figure or ſha- 5 

dow, but in the freedom of the Spirit; being content only Y 
with thoſe Ceremonies, which do ſerve to a decent Order 7 
Diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſlir up the dull Y 
mind of man to the remembrance of his duty to God, by A 
ſome notable and ſpecial fignification, whereby he might 
be edified.
